The firat question 
which is raised on the pleadings is os to the 
nature of the transaction which took place 
petwoen the Commercial Company, ‘the 
Tuternational Bank, and Ho Li Cho which 
ad up to tha signing of the » promisory 


notes around which this action furns, and 
compolled Ho Li Cho to coma ta his 
sureties x second time for assistance, Thies 


evidenca’ is clear hit the tormsa of 
the agreament which was coma to wore terms of 
setlement between the moribund company and 
their compradore of all qaestions outsianding 
betwoon them; on the part of the Company in 
respect of claims which: they would certainly 
have made, rightly or wrougly, against thei* 
compradore in reep-ot of a qnantity of gods 
which for ona renson or another the Chinese 
who bad ordered them would’ant take up; and 


the winding-ap of Ho-Li Cho's compradora- 
ship, was, together with all - (rarsactions 
waterial (o bringing about the agreement, 
part of the compradore’s business, and, if 
occasion aroge, came within: the contract of sure 
tyehip, ond therefi raalao within the contract of 
indemnity between ihe plaintiff aud defendant. 
The nature of the agresment was that Ho Li 
Cho shouli take over the gooda for a cortain 
sum, poyable fu three instalments, représonied 
by throe promissory notes at three, siz 
and nine months, for about 814010 A 
fresh security was required by the bank 
fo. guarantes the dao payment of the pro- 
missory nots; ond the bank as agents for the 
Conipany were to hood over the dock warrants 
whioh they’ beld on bebalf of the company, 
on being satisfied with the security oifered. Not 
Ull this agrooment was put through sotisfac- 
torily can the compradoreship, or the security, 
or the jindemaity, be ssid to bave coma to an 
eud: nor could the plaintiff got back the deeds 
which ho had deposited. Anything, therofore, 
in the nature of a further agreement made with 
the same end in view, tho ‘termination of the 
oompradoreship, mast be in continuation of (he 
first agreement, 60 long as the original relations 
between the partiva were maintained, Tho 


had in view did not alter these relations; they 
toak the place of the compradore’s security, but) 
were covered by the indemnity ; and. therefore 
any liability which fell on' the plaintiff by his 
being called upon te pay the promissory notes 
must be repaid to him by the defendant. But 
it was raid that the position of the partica hod 
occurred in connection with tho signing 
of thé promissory notes. Undoubledly negotia-

It is not rarprisiug that 
the million and a-balf should lave been snappad 
up with avidity, becuse the issue is full of 
attractions. _ The price waa par, the rate 
wos 5 por cent, there was authorisation 
by [mperial edict, the principal and interest 
was unconditionally guaranteed by. tha Go- 
verament of (‘hins, and finally annual draw- 
ings for redemption do not begin until 1920.
